This is a charming book, and at the same time a thoroughly 
scientific treatise. It belongs in the research scientist’s library 
but it also would make a delightful gift for a nature lover. This 
would also be a fine gift to a child who is just developing a sense 
of wonder and appreciation for the miracles in nature.
